Applicant argues that "Rarnamurthy does not disclose an indication in the data format 
that indicating the location for processing the data at the reader device or an alternate external 
destination for processing as described in the specification at page 1 7, line 1-19". Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The limitations on which the Applicant relies (i.e., data format that 
indicating the location for processing the data at the reader device or an alternate external 
destination " is not stated in claim 32. It is not the claims that define the claimed invention, and it 
is claims, not specifications that are anticipated or unpatentable. Constant v. Advanced Micro- 
devices states, "A general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without 
specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references does not comply with the requirements of this section." Applicant has failed to 
specifically point out how the language of the claims patentable distinguishes them from the 
references. Regarding Claim 42, Rarnamurthy discloses that the server 22 determines (based on 
the IP address (an indication)) whether the data should be processed locally within the computer 
network or external to the network communicating with the transponder or sent to and external 
destination for processing (column 6, lines 15-41). 

Further, the rejections of Claims 11-18 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph are 
maintained. 

Claim 11, line 9, the phrase "the mobile terminal" lacks antecedent basis.
